Klnn framed the eondillons for today so that they 
WKiild lirln? out quantity rather than <|uality, and 
in this he was not disappointed, as five of the six 
races iiad the limit nniniier of entries. Tlireatenlng 
weather, however, caused a number of withdrawals. 
Tlie card was featureless. Favorites continued to 
score and four were successful during the after- 
lMH>n. 

Lens added another to ids long list of victories 
by taking tin* tliird rac<* from a numl)er of good 
ones, including Cild and Coltness. Gild W4is making 
his first start this season on the local tracks, put 
up a gooil performance and will prolmbly show' Im- 
provement. I.ens was consideraldy favored by the 
misliap to Coltuess, wlilch practically broke down 
at a critical ja-riod and when running in a con- 
tending iK>sltion that would have insured his fight- 
ing It out with the Dunne representative. 

II.v|H>rIon II. showed a good performance in the 
fourth race when he led a good tiaiid of racers for 
tile mile and sr-venty yards. His race was the 
best of the day, and he was probably the l>e8t-l)acked 
favorite of the afternoon. Dainty Belle, whldi 
finished second, ran her usual consistent race, but 
that was not good enough to down the winner. 
Orly showed that he is regaining his l>est form 
by closing a big gap in the last half and finishing 
with a tremendous rush to take third place. 

St. Ilario, at a short price, was best of those that 
started in the fifth race, and after a sharp stretch 
drive, won from the long shot, Moscow Belie. Lad.v 
Vincent, heavily supported by the easterners, headed 
by Tony -\ste’s following, made good in the 
closing race amid a deafening din. 

The surprises of the afternoon were furnished in 
tiie opening races, when Rural Boy took the first 
and Cooney K. the second. The latter was exten- 
sivel.v supimrted. 

Tile Judges went after the rough riders today and 
siisiH-nded jockey James Hogg for six days for ills 
c-utting across in front of the others soon after the 
start in the last race. Several other riders were 
severely reprimanded. 

C. R. Ellison denied that negotiations were on 
f<M»t for tlie transfer of bis Temaceo for $10,o00. 
•‘.\ny one desirous of Imying the iiorse can get him 
r<H- a g(MHl deal less tlinn $10,000,” said Ellison. 

Starter Mars Cassidy was severely active this 
afteriKHui and handed out punisliment to a number 
of riders for their bad actions wliile at the |K>st. 
Ileidel and Finn were each given a week's sus- 
pension for misl)ebavlor at the imst in tlie first race. 
I’lckens and Kermath will stay on the ground for 
two days and E. GrilBn will stay down for three 
days. 

Vagabond and Croxton arrived today from To- 
ronto, Canada, and will lie raced tlirough the field. 

Burltw & O’Neill’s Dashaway was worked thre«‘- 
qnurters this morning and imlled up blei'ding. 
Juggler went three-quarters in 1:14. Chapultepc'c 
was also given a stiff work-out and will likely be 
the stable’s mainstay in tomorrow’s stake, Angeliis, 
liecaiire of his ailment will be kept in the stable.

Jane Swift Holds Creston Safe — A Jockey 
Badly Injured at Santa Anita. 

Los Angeles, Cal., December 27. — Tlie threatening 
cloiiiLs liid not det<>r many people from remaining 
away from Santa .\nita I’ark tliis afternoon. No 
rain fell during the day. luit shower.v weather for 
tomorrow would «H-casion no surprise. The , card 
offered toda.v was without a prominent feature, 
but its decision was interesting nevertlieless. 

Niidick won the opening race by a neck from 
Sliarp Boy in comparatively slow time. He was 
weakly ridden bv Dudley and sntijected to any 
more carelessness. Nllilick would h'ave lost tlie 
race. Edna Feli^-e tlirew her rider, E. Walker, 
while at the post, tlie fall kiUH-king Walker seiisi*- 
less and breaking his leg. Afb-r considerable delay, 
aiqirentlce I’.oyllng was siiiistitiited. 

(iislfather was left at the post when the start 
came in the second race, which was won by Jane 
Swift. The Handspring filly was forced to go wide 
when coming into tlie stretch, but finished fast and 
was going away at the end. Creston also caught 
Hie iiacemakiiig Booger Red and outstayed him for 
third place. 

-Miuiey Muss was the second heavily siipjiorted 
favorite to win, getting the decision by a head 
after leading all the way. Sr-arfell came with a 
great rush in the stretch, was gaining rapidly on 
.Money Muss and but for slightly faltering right 
at the end, would have won. 

Siimnier Cloud crossed her legs Just as the barrier 
went «p throwing M. Murphy to the grmind. but 
the Ikiv was unhurt. Ed Ball was again backiil ex- 
tensively to win and gave liis siqqiorters considerable 
eoiitiilence in the running of the race, o.'eiipyiiig sec- 
ond iilace throughout and making a game cliallenge 
in the stretch, but was not giHHl enough to head 
the suddenly improved Marster. The other three 
were never contenders. 

Airs, from the Carman stable, was regarded as the 
probable winner of the thirteen which went to the 
|) 08 t in (he fifth race, but her running was not 
up to exiiectations, but she will show improvement 
ill her next start. The public did not have a bad 
line on the field as the second choice, Halton, prac- 
tically made a runaway race of it, leading all the 
way never in danger. Lee Harrison II. was the 
nearest contender, but had to be keenly urged to 
save second place from the fast coming Klrkfleld 
Belle. 

The secret of the fast time made at Santa Anita 
Dark lies in the fact that there is a six-foot drop 
from the soven-eighths chute down the back- 
stretch, and a sligiit declivity all down the final 
stretcli. Besides this advantage the air is tindis- 
tiirbed, and there is little or no wind resistance. 
The track shows little cupping, Is springy and the 
horses Ixmnd over it. A horse of Roseben’s spi>ed 
would turn six furlongs on this track around the 
11:10 mark. 

Charles G. Gates and party, who are now at Port 
.\rthiir, Texas, are expected here hy February 1. 



RICH STAKES TO CLOSE NEXT WEEK. 



Owners and trainers are reminded the great mid- 
winter lists of stakes annually offered by the 
Coney Island Jockey Club, Brooklyn Jockey Club 
and Brighton Beach Racing Association, close for 
entries at midnight of Thursday, January 2. There 
is almost a bewildering proffer of rich and tempting 
events for owners to consider and the task of 
making entries intelligently is by no means a 
trifling one. With such grand {irizes of the turf in- 
volvcil as the Brooklyn. Suburban, Brighton, Com- 
monwealth and Invincible Handicaps, the Advance 
Stakes, Brighton Cup, Double Event, Great Trial 
Stakes, besides others of lesser value, but still of 
decided Importance, making engagements to meet 
the varying capacities of a stable of racers, is 
delicate work requiring a high grade of Judgment 
and knowledge of the intricacies of fwm. 

In combined value of money added or guaranteed, 
the stakes now offered by these three great racing 
organizations foot up $2S.1..''>00. Most of them being 
on the added money system, it is a very conserva- 
tive estimate to say that forfeits and entram-e fees 
will bring this tot.’l up to $400,000. The possessor 
of a race horse gifted with from average to sujM'rlor 
speed, would be a poor liusiness man indeed, if he 
did not give it a chance to win some part of this 
great sum. In view of the present status of west- 
ern racing, it seems especially Imjiortant that 
western owners should nominate liberally to thi*se 
events and Dail.v Racing Form hopes they will 
not fail to do so. 



FRENCH BREEDERS LOSE ELOPEMENT. 



The well-known English bred stallion. Elope- 
ment, which has been standing at the Mortefon- 
talne Stud in France, where St. Brls and Gorges 
are likewise located, has bi>en sold by the Duke 
de Gramont to the German breeder and owner of 
tlioroughbreds, Herr W. Sulzberger. Elopement 
is by Right Away out of Maid of I^n, by Bar- 
caldine. and is the sire in England of Lord Barry- 
more, Pooklet, etc. Herero, a successful three- 
year-old this last season in Germany, whose trl- 
iimpiis Included several Important races, is also 
hy Elop<‘nient. Herero’s dam, Ha Ha, was carry- 
ing him wlien she was exported to Germany in 1903, 
and as she is now in Mr. Sulzberger’s stud at 
Basedow, he not unnaturally secured Elopement in 
the hope of breeding something as good or better 
than the three-year-old. 



CANADIAN RACING AND BETTING. 

All the Turf Clubs in the Dominion Benefited 
by the Decision. 

r.nnadian racing and the betting incident to it Is 
most intelligently discussed in the Toronto Glolie, 
as follows: 

‘‘Racing is taking a strong hold in the new 
provinces of the northwest and a regular circuit 
is to l(e establisheil in Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
It is natural that the sjairt should be popular 
among these vigorous and enterjirislng communi- 
ties, and it is satisfactory to note that everywhere 
it is iM'ing taken over l»y strong and well organized 
cliilis, likely to conduct it along proper and pro- 
gressive lines to ultimate success. The latest to 
be reported is from soutliern .\lberta, where the 
Lethbridge Turf .Vssoeiation has bt'en formed, with 
these officers: )»r.sideiit, George M. Hatch; vice- 

president, B. Ke.vs; secretar.v-treasurer, A. E. 
Humphries. ,\11 the turf eliilw in Canada will 
lie benefited li.v the permanence assured to the pres- 
ent status of affairs as a result of the recimt de- 
cision of Hie Court of Aiqieals on the betting cases 
originating in this city. 'I'lie provision in the law 
whereliy patrons of racing were deilared free to 
back their opinions on tlie course is a Dominion 
statute. It has no particular reference or apidica- 
tlon to Toronto, though one might have lieen led to 
iH-lieve that it was a special privilege used only in 
Toronto that was the suliject of attack. The 
sltuatlcHi is the same in Wetaskiwln, Lethbridge, 
Halifax and Vancouver and all the other five 
huiidi’tsl places in this broad Dominion at whlcli 
organized racing is carried on. Curiously enough, 
and with what must be characterized as far from 
g<HHl geniTalsliiii. those who oppose betting nnder 
any and all circumstances made the tactical mistake 
of directing their forces at the enemy’s strongest 
position instead of the weakest. The disposition 
to interfere with the present state of the law 
cannot be fairly said to have been supported by 
the public sentiment of the locality in which that 
disposition was made manifest. A like absence 
of public opinion in support of a change can be 
anticipated everywhere else throughout Canada, 
and tliereln lies the basic reason for the failure of 
the effort. 'The people are apparently of the opin- 
ion of the legislators who put their view into legal 
enactment that the state of affairs created by the 
restriction of betting to race courses and race days 
is preferable to that which existed many years 
ago and which would return If an attempt were 
made at total prolilbltion. As a former Minister 
of Justice iiolnted out to a Toronto deputation which 
asked for this thing, that law was a dead letter 
and it is not desirable that there should be on 
the statute liook laws that are not supiiorted by, 
or are antagonistic to public opinion. The case 
is vastly stronger for a maintenance of the present 
status than when this replj’ was made twelve years 
ago. Racing has not developed the evils which it 
was proiihesled were* sure to result unless parlia- 
ment could see eye to eye with the stiokesmen of 
that deputation. It has made vast progress in pub- 
lic esteem and confidence and is every way in a 
more desirable condition. It has improved, not 
retrograded, and being largely in the control of 
men who are quite as desirous of the welfare of 
their fellow -citizens as any who oppose it, there 
seems no reason why its continuance should not 
lie a continuance of improvement. 

‘‘To all intents and purposes the opposition has 
lieen abandoned on account of the practical ini- 
iwssiblllty of bringing about a change that Is not 
in accortl with public opinion. The recent request 
made at Ottawa was an admission to achieve the 
prohibition of individual siieculatlon on the race 
course, coupled with an expression of desire that 
some metlMsl might be found to extirpate the pro- 
fessional bettor, or, in other words, the bookmaker. 
When the Minister of Justice coines to consider 
this request he will find himself confronted with 
the fact that the bookmaker is, to all intents and 
purposes, the intermediary for the individuals, who 
if they are restrained from doing business through 
this human clearing house are practically preventeil 
from exercising a right under the law, which is 
not itself attackeil. In such case the bookmaker 
will probably remain. He is now part of the sys- 
tem at present, tlioiigli it is not bi'yond the hopes 
of many wlit) take a deep Interest in the turf that 
the time will come when the iMKikmaker will vacate 
the field in favor of the mechanical go-betwt*en, the 
totalisator, or pari-mutuel.” 

POINTS CONTENDED OVER IN DATES. 

New York, December 27.— The hitch in dates for 
next year is all on Saratoga having clear time in 
August which they hold out for. Thi* would 
necessitate cutting off something from each asso- 
ciation ill the spring and fall. The Coney Island 
Jockey Club is very stiff against giving up any of 
its time, and, as one of the oldest and most liberal 
associations, regards its time in summer immune 
from disturbance. Its representatives have pro- 
imsed this; Saratoga to have twenty-two days in 
August as usual, ten days clear, and Empire City 
to run the last twelve days of that month. Brigh- 
ton to take twenty-four days from July 4, that is, 
all of the month of July and to August 3. Em- 
pire City to have six days clear after the Slieeps- 
head Bay fall meeting, this coming out of Brigh- 
ton’s fall week. 

They say this Is final with them, and Saratoga 
should not ask more. Butler may -accept this or 
not. If it is finally agreed on he probably will do 
so. He left Louisville today foe New Orleans, and 
will be back here January 8.

ENFORCED SALE OF DURNELL HORSES 
RESULTS SATISFACTORILY. 



W. Miller Scores His First Win in Five Days 
on Arklirta — Judge Nelson 

Wins Again. ' 



Oakland, Cal., December 27. — The C. E. Diirnell 
nnetiou sale of race Iiorses in training took place 
tisla.v in the race track paddocks at Oakland. 

Good prices were realized for the nine head. Sewell, 
the star of the sale, brought $0,100, George Miller, 
formerly a noted Jockey and acting for a Mr. 
James Smith, acquiring him after keen competition. 
Joe Nealon, a formidable Ciilifornla Derby elig- 
ible, was sold to C. V. McCafferty for the next 

highest price, $4,1(HI. . \V. A. .McKinney bought 
Senator Barrett for $.3,0.'iO and George Barnes for 
$l,4.‘iO. (Jeorge Miller also secured Onatassa for 
$:!,(KI0. Cardinal went to I*. T. CJiinn for 

$.'».’y>, Em and Em to James Coffey for $IMJ0 and 

Dr. Britt and Lord of the Vale for $l(X> apiece to 

an unknown cash purchaser. Just before the sale 
the local sheriff levied an attachment on Durnell’s 
horses for $700 on Indialf of a Mrs. Robert Castle- 
burg, of Washington. A bond was quickly forth- 
coming and tile sale proceeded. ^ 

TiKlay’s card was excellent despite the absence of 
stake features and good racing resulted. Tlie track 
was worse if anything than on the preceding day 
and only Iiorses of stamina and built on the 
sturdiest of lines had any chance to distinguish 
themselves. 

The winning outright favorites were Boas, Judge ’ 
Nelson and Arklirta, but no winner failed to re- 
ceive .substantial hacking. 

Walter Miller finally broke the ice after six 
days of futile and disappointing endeavor by win- 
ning off with Arklirta, the favorite in the last race 
totlay. Sandy McNaiighton’s horse was the medium 
of the heaviest plunging of the season. Even Riley 
Grannan had a thousand-dollar wager on the swift 
son of Arkle. 

Miller had not won a race this week and 
bis former big following has almost deserted 
him. His bungling effort on Marian Casey, the 
favorite and much the best horse in Thursilay’s 
fifth race, capjied the climax to a long siege of 
hard luck and exasperating series of blunders tjiat 
have marked his recent efforts. The ring no longer 
regards the champion Jockey seriously. The Marian 
Casey race was a striking illustration of its con- 
tempt for bis ability as a rider. 

From a speculative standpoint, this was about, the 
most iirofitable day of the season to the general 
piildlc. Despite the threatening weather fully six 
thousand spectators wltm'ssed the sport. Thirty - 
nine liouks transacted the ring business. 

Barney Schrelber’s good looking Sain— Derfargilla 
stallion, Deutschland, so far outclassiul his oppo- 
sition in yesterday’s feature, the Lorin Handicap at 
Oakland, that he was able to hold swa.v by a win- 
ning margin throughout the entire seven furlongs 
of the Journey despite his well-known lack of prepa- 
ration for so gruelling a contest. Virtually the 
outsider in the betting, Deutschland was the me- 
dium of considerable public support, due to his 
enticing preliminary. 

'The local selling race contention is being carried 
on steadily. The entered selling price of .Prince 
Brutus, which led his field home in Thnrsda,v’s 
opening event, was advanced from $500 to $1,000 
by W. Hawke. He was bought in. J. Freters bid 
up Burning Bush from $1,500 to $1,SOO and got 
the Lord Dalmeny gelding at that figure. In the 
third nice H. G. Bedwell, owner of Burning Bush, 
raised Lazell from $."MX) to $1,000 and secured the 
erratic Lamplighter horse at the latter price. 



EMPIRE CITY’S NEW FIELD STAND. 



New York, December 27. — A new field stand Is 
under construction at Yonkers this winter, aud when 
it is finished it will seat comfortably some 8,000 
persons. 'Tlie cost of the construction of this 

addition to the field stand will he considerable. 
Yonkers track was built on a hillside, aud the 
ground slopes abruptly from the lower end of the 
old field stand in a deep ravine. To provide a 
foundation for the addition a vast amount of costly 
filling has been necessary. Laborers are now busy 
with the work. Tlie field stand addition Is to lie 
of steel, equipped with modern appliances, calcu- 
lated to contribute to the comfort of patrons of the 
Empire City track.

PREPARING FOR YONKERS DATES. 

New York. December 27. — While the stewards 
of the JiK-key Club have discussed the allotment 
of dales for next year in an informal way, It Is 
announced Uiat no definite decision will be arrived 
at imfil January 3, when the stewards are expected 
to take final action. The entrance of the Empire 
CU.V track into the nietropolUan circuit Is the 
Cause of the present delay in making up the sehed- 
nie, but the J(K:k<-y Club stewards will make riKim 
for tile Yonkers cour§e in the arrangement of racing 
days. Not one of the stewards has publicly inti- 
mated what dlsjiosltion will Ih> made of Empire 
City, so that a story published to tlic effect that 
tlie Yonkers track would receive twenty -two days 
in .\ugust was mere conjecture. As a matter of fact 
It is known that the Jockey Club stewards are 
parficnlarly anxious to provide an August meeting 
for .Saratoga without a conflict. The stew.ards rec- 
ognize tile KU|>|H>rt racing has received ii|> the state, 
and realize Iliat the general demand for racing 
at Saratoga means a great deal. 'I'lie.v also feel 
that if Saratoga Should be wiped out they would 
probably meet with legislative opposition In that 

pait of tho btatt;, wliich woui4 In# tp 



overcome. Consequently it Is their aim to protect 
.Saratoga as far as it lies within their power. 

In order to aeeomplish this end, therefore, the 
stewards have made a canvass of the various racing 
associations and have received assurance, it Is said, 
that all of the metropolitan tracks will agree to 
surrender two or three days each so that the Empire 
track may reeeive a place on the schedule. Taking 
into consideration that the big tracks have given 
moral and financial support to the racing game 
in lliis state, it is also said that the stewards do 
not see why they should step aside entirely for the 
Butler track, and with this idea in mind it is 
further stated that when the final allotment of 
ilales is made It will be found that Empire City 
has received a total of twenty days at least, the 
nietro^litan racing season to open and close at 
Yonkers with ten-day sessions. 

If this turns out to be the decision of the turf 
magnates it will be an interesting matter whether 
James Butler and bis partners in the Yonkers track 
will accept the situation gracefully or will decide 
to go ahead independently with a race meetiug in 
.August. While few believe that the Yonkers people 
care for further trouble, it Is said that if they 
conclude to run a meeting on their own hook 
tliere will lie a declaration of war in the slinpe of 
a conflicting meeting at eitlier Brighton Beach or 
Jamaica, lK»th essentially midsummer tracks. Such 
a state of affairs would nOt beneflt the turf In this 
state and would be unfortunate, to say the least. 
But optimists believe that harmony will reign in 
tile long run. 

PIETERMARITZBURG IS REGRETTED. 

As It so often happens, Pietermaritzburg, directly 
after bis deportation to the .Argentine from Eng- 
land, has done extraordinarily well with the stock 
lie left beiilnd him, says the Ixjndon Sporting Life.

Slie 
was imiHirted tiy the elder Cassatt and is by 8i- 
liiriiin — Qneenuiiiister. She went to the stud as a 
three-year-old and her first colt was Rliymster, by 
'I'he Bard. She was also the maternal ancestor of 
Lillie Siiiimons, Soloiiioii, Prince of Arragon and 
Bardminster, a filly that never went to the races.
